He Suggests That Different 


Methods be Adopted. 


Editor of The Lowell Sun:—I am sur- 


prised to find The Sun advocating the bill 
to enlarge the county truant school at No. 
Chelmsford. 


I want to say that I am opposed to it. 


The school committee^ of the years when 
the county commissioners and state board 
of education forced this institution upon 
the people of Lowell were opposed to It. 
They-sent their representatives to the 
public hearing at the state house to op- 
pose It. 


It was no use to oppose it. K"ewton 


and other cities and towns, which have 
never sent a truant to the North Chelms- 
ford school, appeared in favor and the 
school was erected. 


Truancy in my judgment is not a crime. 


It is caused I believe in many instances 
by tlie inability ^'parents to get time from 
work in the mill to care for their child- 
ren. 
. 


Lowell truants are by .the creation of a 


county truant school placed in a building 
with truants from all parts of Middlesex 
county. 


•It is -well known that the grouping 


of large numbers of boys in one building 
known as a punishment school is not for 
their benefit. 


My idea has been that Lowell should 


have a truant school in the centre of the 
city. 
The truants who have parents to 


care for them should be allowed to return 
home at night and perhaps for their meals. 
The boys who have not proper homes, in 
the judgment of school oHeials, could be 
cared for at the school. 
. . 


The truants' of towns in the county 


could be cared for at small schools under 
direction -of the district superintendent. 


I mean by that If Billerica, Drac.ut, 


Tewksbury and Chelmsford were in one 
school-district the truants of that district 
should be cared for within its limits. 


1C the county commissioner's reports 


since the lantV was purchased for the 
North Chelmsford school was started are 
examined It will i>e seen that the expense 
is far above the estimate given at the 
legislative hearing. 


In this criticism I have nothing to say 


against the 3uperintendent or other 
offi- 


cials of the North Chelmsford school. 


The promise was made at the • legisla- 


tive hearing that two county truant 
schools would be erected, one at either 
end 
of this county.

I do not want poor people in Cambridge 


Newton, Maiden, Medford or Somerville 
to be compelled to come to North Chelms- 
ford to see their children who have been 
committed for truancy.

The Sun's Position. 


In the above communication Mr. Cum- 


mings advocates the ideal plan of dealing 
with truants,.but a. plan that none.of the 
towns or. cities seems inclined to .carry 
out. The Sun deals with the existing 
conditions in which there is one or two 
truant schools maintained by tho county 
for the education 'and thorough ref orma- 
.tion of truants. 
'Ii we ar.e.to.-judge.from the work of the 


North Chelmsford training school as com- 
pared _with-the best that could be done by 
the Individual cities or by a, number of 
towns combined, we should favor the 
county, school, because the '.resources for 
educating the children are much greater 
and much more efficient than could be 
hoped for in any city or town truan 
school. 


Suppose the city of Lowell undertook to 


maintain a 'truant school of its .own, hov 
would it be conducted? The nnmbsr of 
truants would be'so small that no "proper 
provision would be made for their educa 
tion 
and

tion of truants. In the smaller towns 
the case would be still worse. And so i: 
appears that the truancy system tha 
first appeared so ideal would prove an 
utter failure because what is everybody's 
business soon becomes nobody's business 
Unless there is a law to compel each clt; 
and town to maintain a truant school 
Mr. Cuinmlngs, plan would never suc- 
ceed: 


Besides, if any city in the county 


should establish a truant school, wp ques 
tion whether that would relieve it from 
paying taxes from the county institution 
If any part of the county Is unfairly 
treated we assume that the county com 
ralsBlOQcrs will rectify the evil in due 
time without crowding a hundred ehil 
dren into the space necessary for fifty.— 
Ed.

tween the city and state when the legis- 
lature decided to locate a normal school 
here in which the city agreed to provide 
the Normal school with suitable \ training 
for the pupils there.

That was the general term of the con- 


tract "which "was signed by Mayor Pick- 
2an. 


The original desire of the state board 


of education was that the place designated 
as a training school should be acceptable 
to the state, which really left no option to 
the city. 


This change was moderated, however, 


and now both parties to the contract are 
left to come to a mutual agreement. I At' 
present this clause is causing much un- 
easiness and not a little discussion among 
certain people in this city, 
' It was reported that the place contem- 
plated the removal of the local training 
school from the present quarters to the 
new Bartlett school and placing the entire 
school under the supervision of die state 
board of education. 


It is doubtful, however, if the city or 


the school board will care to relinquish its 
interest in the training school. 


In Fitchburg, the city turned over two 


buildings and supervision .of the entire 
corps of teachers iu these schools to the 
state board, and is obliged to appropriate 
annually a sum sufficient to cover the cost 
oJ maintaining the schools, the same as if 
they were under municipal control. 


Under the present rules of the school 


board pupils in the Normal school will be 
obliged to take the regular course in our 
training school before they can obtain 
positions here, and it is said an effort will 
be made to have this rule changed provid- 
ing the formal school officials provide a 
bigli grade training school, as undoubted- 
ly they will for their pupils.'" 


There seems to be no Immediate danger 


however, for such a change, as it will be 
at least two years before pupils who enter 
the formal school will liave obtained the 
theoretical knowledge anil are prepared 
to enter a course of practical training.

been eating flames for the past i2 yeara, 
making in that time a record of which 
any fireman might well be proud. 


Mr. Bishop began his career as a fire 


laddie way back In 1355 and has been a 
member ever since. He went into the 
old Tiger No. 6 company at first. This

Blais- 
dell then reached for an old_riiie which 
had been loaded with shot and pieces 
of lead for over two years. When one 
of the burglars lighted a. match to locatc- 
the farmer the latter discharged the 
gun. "When the smoke had cleared away 
BiaiHdell saw that one of the burglars 
was dragging the other out of the house. 
Mr. Blalsdeil did not go to the man's 
assistance and the man was placed in 
a team and driven away. This team was 
stolen the same night from the barn 
of Charles H. Gage in Xew Sharon. 
About midnight the proprietor of the 
Central House at Belgrade Mills was 
p.roused by a passing vehicle. Going 
outside he found a man wrapped In a 
blanket upon the piazza. This man 
proved to be the prisoner, and he waa 
covered with blood with a bullet hole In 
the ja\v, the right hand riddled with 
small shot and his face badly burned 
by i/owder. The next day Dr. Meyer:! 
amputated the man's 
right thumb. 


After a week's cure the man, who waa 
identified as Philip Ross, was taken 
to Farmington jail. He disclaims hav- 
ing done the shooting himself and re- 
fuses to say who his pal was. 


Ross Is about 4S years old and lost 


his left arm in a whitecap shootiirj 
affair in Texas. In "his younger dayrf 
he was an employe of the Suez Car.a.1 
Building company, and afterwards led 
a wandering life, picking up a.smatter- 
Ing of many languages. He is believed 
to have a. prison record In tils state.

SUPEEVISION ? 


Agreement Between City and SLate—Tho 


The Former ]Vluit Provide Suitublo Train- 
ing for Normal School Pupils—Poaillile 
Change in the Rulea Governing Training 
School. 
There was a compact entered into be- 


tween the city end state when the legis- 
lature decided to locate a normal school 
here in which the city agreed to provide 
the Normal school with suitable traiiilng 
for the pupils there. 


That was the general term of the con- 


tract which was signed by Mayor Pick- 
man. 


The original desire ol the state board 


oC education was that the place designated 
as a training school should be acceptable 
to the state, which really left no option to 
the city. 
. This change waa moderated, however, 
and now both parties to the contract are 
left to come to a mutual agreement. At 
present this clause is causing much un- 
easiness and not a little discussion among 
certain people in this city. 


It was reported that the place contem- 


plated the removal oi the local training 
school from the present quarters to the 
new Bartlett school and placing the entire 
sohool under ths supervision of the state 
board of education. 


It is doubtful, however, if tho city or 


the school board will care to relinquish its 
interest in the training school. 


In Fitchburg, the city turned over two 


buildings and supervision of the entire 
corps of teachers in these schools to the 
state board, and is obliged to appropriate 
annually a sum sufficient to cover the cost 
of maintaining the schools, the same as if 
they were under municipal control. 


Uncler the present rules of the school 


board pupils in the Normal school tvill be 
obliged to take the regular course in our 
training school before they can obtain 
)ositions here, and it is said an effort will 
58 made to have this rule changed provid- 
ng the Normal school officials provide a 
high grade training school, as undoubted- 
y they will for their pupils. 


There seems to.be no immediate danger 


lowever, for such a change, as it will be 
at least two years before pupils who enter 
the Normal school will have obtained the 
theoretical knowledge and are prepared 
to enter a course of practical training.
